POWER WORKERS 
YORK 
SUBWAY STRIKE 


New Men to Replace Them 
at Once. - 


New York, July 10.—(Special.}—-The 
Interborough strike previously con- 
fined to motormen and switchmen was 
extended early this morning to the 
company’s power department. At least 
twenty-six men, employed in the com- 
pany’s substations and two main 
power houses who were due to re- 
port at 1 a. m. did not @o so and 122 
others on other shifts had pledged 
themselves to join the strikers during 
the day. 

At 2 o’clock reports to the company’s 
offices at 165 Broadway were to the 
effect that there had been no failure 
of power in any part of the system. 
Confidence was expressed by the man- 
agement that the company would not 
only be able to manufacture and dis- 
tribute sufficient power for the full 
operation of its subway and elevated 
lines, but would continue the supply 
of power to the B. M. T. lines in Man. 
hattan and Queens and the surface 
lines in those boroughs that depend 
upon it for power. 


Property Is Guarded. 


Steps were taken immediately by 
the company’s management to fill the 
places vacated by the strikers and 
special precautions had been taken 
to guard the company’s property and 
prevent any damage to the electrical 
machinery. 

Ararngements have been made to ob- 
tain skilled men from the big electrical 
manufacturing plants in Schenectady 
and Pittsburgh and for the first few 
tricks the work will be carried on 
by the foremen and assistants who 
remain loyal. 

The success of the leaders in ex- 
tending the scope of the strike weuk- 
ened what seemed to be an overture 
toward peace earlier in the day. Wil-

While the population of Chicago was : 
increasing twenty-six per cert between 
1910 and 1920, the membership of the 
Presbytery of Chicago increased thirty-

SOLD FOR TAXES 


Houses of tho Phi Kappa Sigma and 
Psi Upsilon fraternities at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago were ordered sold for 
taxes in an order entered yesterday 
by County Judge Edmund K. Jarecki. 
The decision affects all Greek letter 
fraternities in Cook county. 

Sale of the property will be stayed 
pending an appeal to the Supreme 
court.

Most fraternities in the county have 
not paid their 1924 or 1925 taxes be-

Attorney William P. MacCracken Jr., 
representing the fraternities, sought to 
show that the fraternities were purely 
educational institutions, and that they 
were in a class with charitable organi- 
zations.

Paul Smith's, N. Y., July 9.—(@)— 
The men who died on the American 
submarine S-51 last summer when the 
craft was sunk in Long Island sound 
were praised by President Coolidge to- 
day as heroes as much as ‘{ they had 
died in action.

Identification Is Difficult 
with Clothing Gone.

New York, July 9.—[Special.]—The 
S-51 gave up its dead today. Salvagers 
pried open the submarine this after- 
noon as it lay, a gashed and ugly thing, 
in drydock No, 4 at the Brooklyn 
navy yard, its 250 foot keel wedged 
between heavy blocks, its sea-fouled, 
oil-dripping sides propped up by beams. 

Eighteen bodies had been removed 
from engine and torpedo room compart- 
ments early tonight.

RUDYARD KIPLING. 


A few months ago word came from England that 
Rudyard Kipling was ill and on the point of death. 
Because, to our mind, Kipling was a very great 
man we wrote an obituary editorial about him. 
It was all set up in type, ready to slip into the 
paper the moment the expected word of his death 
should come over the cable. Mr. Kipling, hew- 
ever, disappointed our laudatory ambitions by get- 
ting well. 

For six months the galley headed “ Kipling 
Dead Editorial '’ had been gathering dust. Until 
a day or two ago there came news from England 
that Rudyard Kipling had at last received a mark 
of that national appreciation of which he has 
received so little tangible token. The dispatch told 
of the bestowal on him of the gold medal of the 
Royal Society of Literature. We wanted to say 
something about the event; we wondered just 
how to put it. Then suddenly we bethought our- 
selves of that dusty galley. Why not? What 
good is an obituary to the person chiefly con- 
cerned if you wait to print it until he’s dead? 

So here it is, with no apologies, but a sincere 
hope that Mr. Kipling will see it and find it a 
pleasing and fair estimate of his life and work. 
Parenthetically, we have our own private opinion 
that our ante-mortem eulogy helped save Mr. Kip- 
ling’s life. This is not the first time a great man 
has fooled us by: getting well. Should he ever 
need our medical assistance again, we assure Mr. 
Kipling that we are always ready to oblige with 
an. obituary.

Rudyard Kipling is dead. The herafd of the right 
and might of empire lies silent amid the weald and 
the marsh and the down country of Sussex.

He opened up a new field in India and found it 
fertile. He wrote to the English at home and 
told them how little they knew of the work 
that it took to keep the empire intact, that caused 
men to die struggling in harness. He wrote of 
the east of the native, superstitious, philosophic, 
mysterious, ignorantly dirty. 

Kipling’s style will rank among the masterly 
styles of English writing. It ranged from the 
studied brutalities of the barracks and the firing 
line, and the pungent slang of the officers’ mess 
and the club, to the majesties of the King James 


| version. He cut through the casuistries, the senti- 


mentalities, that had grown up and flowered with 
the pre-Raphaelites; he cut through to the essen- 
tial thing that epitomized the whole in its example. 
He was the writer of action, of work, of duty. He 
was the exhorter to energy, vigor, efficiency, au- 
dacity. He was the poet of things as they are. 
Like the ‘sweatin’ thrust-blocks” of M’Andrew, 
Kipling’s song was of ‘Law, Order, Duty an’ 
Restraint: Obedience, Discipline.” 


Yet contrasted to all this, this love of energy, 


love of action, love of detail, was a tenderer side, 


a dreamy side, that became apparent in later years. 

Kipling was not a woman’s man. He was a 
man’s man. But he was also a children’s man. 
Stalky and Beetle, Mowgli and Toomai, Kaa, Baloo, 
and Bagheera; and the Elephant's Child, the Camel 
and his hump, and the Butterfly that Stamped, will 
be recorded in the histories of literature as among 
the greatest of all children's characters—created 
by the man who also wrote “‘ They.”

Loudly he trumpeted 
the war, but at the same time he drew more closely 
into himself. He urged England on; he saw her

Gout was found so frequently in these 
men of genius that Ellis said: “It is 
impossible not to regard it as having 
a real association with. such ability. 
It would be impossible to match the 
group of the gouty men of genius for 
varied and preéminent intellectual abil- 
ity by any combination of nongouty in- 
dividuals on our list. These gouty 
men frequently - have en eccentric, 
often very irritable and, occasionally, 
insane.

Insanity was rather frequently en- 
counteréd among these men of great 
accomplishments. Twenty-one were in- 
Sane at some period in the prime of their 
lives ; thirteen were insane at some ear- 
lier period of life: and eleven developed 
insanity as one of their senne infirmi- 
ties; nine killed themselves, and at least 
fifteen were regarded as highly ec- 
centric. But in spite of all this, there 
is no evidence that these people were in-

CHAOS IN RADIO 
LOOMS 
CONTROL FAILS 


for Industry—Hoover. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Servier} 
Washington, D. C., July $.—{Spe 
cial.]—Government regulation of radio 


has broken down and voluntary self- 


regulation by the broadcasting indus- 
try is the only bulwark between the. 
$200,000,000 radio industry and chaos, 
Secretary Hoover announced today. 

His pronouncement followed an optn- 
ion by Attorney General Sargent which 
holds that the secretary of commerce 
is utterly without power to enforce or 
deny the use of particular wave 
lengths or fix the power of individual 
broadcasting stations. 

Think Industry Will Act. 


While the attorney general's opinion 
leaves the door wide open for the 
pirating of wave lengths which have 
been previously denied, officials of the 
commerce department expressed the 
opinion that the industry itself would 
act to avert undue interference with 
the regular broadcasting programs. 

Present day radio sets can pick up 
signals between 200 and 600 meters. 
Between these limits there are about 
90 wave bands, now being used by 
nearly 550 stations. Last fall the de- 
partment stopped issuing broadcasting 
licenses because of the crowded condi- 
tion of the air, and as a result there 
are more than 650 applications on file 
in Secretary Hoover's office. 


Will Issue Licenses. 


In view of’ the department of justice 
ruling, Mr. Hoover has no longer any 
authority to deny licenses, and they 
will be granted. Officials of the de- 
partment said, however, that in the 
new licenses issued no wave length 
will be prescribed unless the applicant 


tain one. In that case the wave length 
will be incorporated in the license. 
A case of this kind is that of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, which 
has had an application in for some 
time for permission to broadcast on 
the 491.5 meter wave length at present 
being exclusively used by WEAF, the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
station in New York. WCF'L, the Chi- 
cago station, government officials said 
tonight, will be granted a license and 
the fact that it intends to broadcast 
on 491.5 meters will be stated. 

It is expected that a meeting of 
broadcasters will be held shortly in 
Washington to discuss the situation 
and work out a program for handling 
the situation pending action by con- 
gress. |
